Did Net Heed Warnings. 

London, May 16. — The correspond- 
ent of the London Times at Paris Bup 
pUea hit paper with an account of the 
et. Pierre disaster telegraphed to him 
by a friend, from Fort de France, Mar- 
tinique. It says: 'For three weeks 
Pelee had been vomiting < loudn of 
OBOke but the smolie seemed so nor- 
mal that It was permissible tor eiven 
tbose who were Incllaed to look on the 
dark side not to dread a catastrophe. 
At Fort De France, where the agita- 
tion Of Moat Pelee attracted aa it went 
OB moch attention any anxiety which 
existed gradually died down, when. 
May 5. a violent eruption of mud, the 
hot ashes having been mlnglod with 
water In the crater, overwhelmed 
^«rla* works, killing 23 persons, and 
tke river in Ui« north of tk« Ijriaad. 
•crw swollen by a mnddf tovtent. 
noisily overflowed. On May 8, while 
there were still deliberations going on 
at Tort de France and St. Pierre, 
where the night was passed In an- 
guish and Ignorance, as to whether the 
eruption of mud was the precursor of 
or the end of the disaster, St. Pierre 
wae wHhln 10 minutes anolhllttted."

The child's father was 
Clemeat Btokea, at one time a wol^to- 
do tnerchaat of BartwAoes. B. W. L, 
Fut for the last few years bookkeeper 
for a department store in BwxAlyn. 
Stokes died recently and the widow 
Aedded to return to the home of a 
wealthy slater la B*rtaioes. The 
«Mow packed her property and with 
a ftdthful colored nurse, Olara King, 
who had been In the family in Barba- 
doea, she started on the Journey.

Dedication of n KIne Soldlrrtt' Mon- 
iimenl at liidlanapotlt. 

Indianapolis May IC. — Impressive 
ceremonies and an assemblage of more 
thaa IO,MO teofOe made noUble the 
dedication of the Indiana state sol- 
diers' and sailors' monument, the cor- 
nerstone of which was laid in 1889 in 
the presence of Benjamin Marrison 
and bis cabinet The monument 
stands U4Vfc feet high in the center 
of Monument Place, which Is the 
heart of Indianapolis. The total cost 
of the monument was ^598,318. 76. The 
shaft was designed by Bruno Schmltz 
of Berlin and Is constructed of Indiana 
colitic limestone. The crowning figure 
Is a bronze statute of Victory. The 
shaft is decorated by army and navy 
astragals in bronze and by large stone 
groups of Peace and War. The bal- 
cony, 228H feet above the level, is 
reached by elevator and from it tour- 
ists from all over the world view the 
entire city of Indianapolis and miles 
of the couAtry surrounding. 

JohB W. Foster of iNshlngton. D. 
C, former secretary of state, deliver 
ed the oration In which after dwelling 
on the history of Indiana, he said that 
every soldier who recvives a (enaion 
should watch with Jealous care that 
no deserter, BO sulher, no unworthy 
camp follower, through the cunning 
of dishonest claim agents, should have 
tlie same badge of honor. 

General Lew Wallace, author of Ben 
Huf, presided at the ceremonies and 
delivered a short address marked by 
simplicity and 'equality. 

Gustavus Manzles of Mount Vernon, 
on the part of the board of control 
of the monument, delivered it to the 
state, and Oovemor W. T. Durbin 
made a speech of acceptance. James 
Whitcomb Riley read a poem written 
for (he occasion entitled "The Sol- 
dier." There are eight stanzas of 
eight lines each, all of high poetic 
worth. 

Ohio was represented by Governor 
Nash and staff, state officials and 
some prominent citizens. 

To Prevent Civil War. 
Port-au-Prince, Hayti, May 16. — A 
delegation beaded by if. Salon Manos. 
a former minister of foreign affairs, 
and sent by the provisional Kovern- 
ment of Hayti, started for Cape Hay- 
tien on the steamer Mnncel, with the 
object of endeavoring to arrive at an 
agreement with the leaders of the rev 
olutionary forces In the northern part 
of Hayti and prevent a civil war. It is 
generally believed here that the dele- 
gation will meet with success, as it 
is known that lack of funds is prevent- 
ing the northern forces from ii:.ir( li- 
Ing on Port-au-Prince. Quiet li.;.^ iieen 
entirely re-established here. All the 
administrative offices have been re- 
opeaed. The correspondent here of 
a press association had an interview 
with the former President Sam on 
board the Ollnde Rodigu«-z. whu h was 
detained here by the French minister. 
M. Dupres. General Sam said he bad 
resigned his office with the conviction 
that he had done everything possible 
for the prosperity of llayti adding 
that what affected him the most was 
the attitude of the presidential guard, 
which remained loyal to him up to the 
last montMit 

Oullty ef (Murder. 

Grand Rapids, Mich. May 16.— The 
superior court Jury In the case of Wil- 
liam lA'et. charged with the murder of 
his wife, Nellie Leet, on Feb. 21' las-t. 
brought In a verdict of guilty of mur- 
der in the second degree. Mrs. Leet 
was found burned to death in her 
home. It was thought the affair was 
accidental until several days after- 
wards, when indications of foul play 
were discovered. As a result of the 
verdict of the coroner's Jury, Leet and 
a woman named Mary Morse Tvere 
placed in custody. The trial of the 
Morse woman is to follow. Mrs. Leet 
was apparently stunned by a blow and 
then keroeene was poured over her 

body and lighted. 

Inveatigating Charges. 

Chicago, May 16.— The interstate 
commerce commission, with Chairman 
Knapp and Commissioners Fifer and 
Prouty on tJie bench, began an Inve« 
tlgatlon of the charges made by ti>e 
Ohioago Live Stock Exchange that rail- 
roads have been diecrlmlaatlng on 
live stock rates in favor of packers 
west of Chicago. Representatives of 
all the railroads centering in Chicago 
were present when the investigation 
began. In order to permit the nil- 
roads to readjust ratM, the vesting 
was potp oned till Joae 1%.

Harrisharst Va.. Majr II.— Six eaa- 
vassmen were Injured, three of them 
seriously in a wreck of the canvass 
and wagon train of Forepaugh ft Bells 
Brothers' circus at Marysville, six 
miles west of this city. Tbe injured 
were brought to tbe Harrlsburg bos- 
piUl In a gravel train and their 
wounds dressed, after whirh three of 
them left for York to Join the circus. 

Those who are seriously Injured 
are: Columbus Davis, colored, of 
Martin eonaty, N. C; Oharies Berk- 
ley, Loalsvllle. Ky.; Harry Sheaver. 
Springfield, Mo, They are hurt in- 
ternally. The others are cat bbA bruis- 
ed about tbe head. 

The accident was caused by the 
breaking of a truck under a car carrr- 
Ing a large canvass wagon on whioh 
the Injured were sleeping. Two cars 
were wrecked, causing a delay of sev- 
eral hours In the movement of the 
train. Two sectleBS carrying the per- 
formera aad BBloiala were behiad the 
section which was wrecked. 

, Leavltt's Testimony. 

Washington. May 16— Haywood 8. 

Leavin of IVebraska (y)nti.niied hte tes- 
timony before the senate Cuhan rela- 
tions committee. He said if the sugar 
trust did not receive all the benefits 
of the proposed concessions to Cuba, 
it would be because the trust would 
Di:ike a present of the concession t(j 
the planters. He referred to the ac- 
tion of tbte trust in reducing the price 
of sugar In Missouri river points and 
said It was done for tbe purpose nf de 
stroying the beet sugar eompanies 
Mr. Leavitt said that Franc is H Tiuir 
ber of New York, who had given testi- 
mony before the committee was a paid 
employe of the trust; that he was em- 
ployed by the war department to gath- 
er statistics, but discharged on acoonnt 
of his bias in favor of the trust. A 
letter written by Sir WlUiam C. Van 
Horne of the Cuba company was pre- 
sented. It showed that this company 
had acquired 150.000 acres of land and 
gave a general statement of the condi- 
tions in the Island. 



To Prosecute Frauds. 
New York. May 16. — A plan which 
has long been contemplated by the Na- 
tional Association of Creditmen, the 
establishment of a bureau for Investi 
gating fraudulent failures and prose 
cuting those deemed to be guilty of 
su( li practices, is about to be realized. 
A trust fund of $10,000 necessary to 
start the bereau practieally has been 
subscribed and this new department 
of the association which will he na- 
tional in scope undoubtedly, will be 
opened fS the near future. If tbe 
headquarters of the Natioaai associa- 
tion continue in this city. It is quite 
likely thst tbe bureau also will be lo- 
cated here. 

Want More Wages. 

Hazelton. Pa.. May 16.— The strip 
ping employes of C'uyle Brothers who 
operate the Lehigh Valley Coal com- 
pany strippings, made demands upon 
tbe steam shovel owners for an In- 
crease in wages. The engineers ask 
for an increase of from $100 to $125 
per month: tbe crane men from $60 to 
$90 and the firemen from $46 to $50. 
Besides this the men also ask for an 
eight, instead of a 10-boar day. Cuyle 
Brothers «-mp!oy 4.r.00 men. They say 
they will go out of business before 
they will accede to the deaMais of the 
men. 

McDonnell Mentioned. 
Rome, May 16.— There are persist- 
ent reports at the vattean that Bishop 
Charles McDonnell of Brooklyn, Is 

likely to be the .s;tieces8or of the late 
Archbishop Corrigan, of the archdio- 
cese of New York. Nothing, however, 
has been decided pending the receipt 
of tbe names of three candidates whom 
the clergy of the archdiocese will se- 
lect and from which the archbishop 
will be ehoaen. 

|n Tow of American Detective. 
Quebec. May it.— Colonel John K. 
Oaynor asd Captain n. B. Greene, who 
came to Canada from Savannah dur 
ing their trial there for alleged com- 
plicity in frauds against the govern- 
ment, were smuggled out of Quebec 
by an American detective. Mr. Oay- 
nor secured detectives to pursue them. 

New Yorh, May 16.— The n4tb gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbyterian 
church was opened la the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church, this city. 
The seelons will continue for 15 days. 
The most loiporlaiit business to come 
before the assembly is the report of 
tbe committee oa the revisioa of the 
coafcssioa of faith.

Washington, May IS.— The senate 
passed the bill for a union station IB

Hazelton, Pa.. May 16.— The conven- 
tion of anthracite mine workers called 
to decide the matter of mahing per- 
manent the preeent suspension of 
work in the hard coal field, resumed 
Hs teBslon in tbe opera house. 

The question was not reached at 
former sessions owing to tbe InabHity 
of the eredeaittaas committee to com- 
plete its work. The committee nada 
iu final report and after a few unim- 
portanf matters bad been disposed of 
the question of the hour was Intro- 
duced by President Mitchell. This was 
in the form of an sshaustive report ot 
his negotiations with the Civic Feder- 
ation and tbe presidents of the coal 
companies. 

Tbe same Impenetrable veil of se- 
crecy surrounds the proceedings of the 
convention and no forecast of the re- 
sult can be made with any degrree of 
accuracy. The lielief, born with the 
Interview with President Mitchell that 
he baa a definite plan that will help 
the miners In their fight is stronger 
than ever and many of the delegates 
hope that the national president will 
be able to lead them out of tbe difli- 
cttity.

Those who advocate a permanent 

suspension if no conc essions are grant- 
ed by the operators, are eoutlnulng 
their campaign of trying to win vote.* 
for a strike. One of them said: "We 
must work oat our own salvation. It 
te strike now or never. We have de- 
layed It long enough and we cannot 
now turn back." 

It was reported that President 
rahay of IMatrict No. 9, who was said 
to be against a strike, has finally de- 
cided to stop pleading for peace and 
let the miners do as they please. 
Praetdent Fahey's position. It Is said, 
has met with eteaiderahia opposition 
in bis district. 

President Mitchell reiterated that 
he would advise the miners what 
course to pursue when the proper 
time comes. He declined to Indicate 
whether this advice would be in the 
nature of a well laid plan, saying that 
he wuula not like to give his ideas to 
the newspapers iu advance of their 
presentation to the convention. Many 
opinions can be bad regarding the na- 
ture of Mr. Mitchell's course. 

The leaders are not talking, but the 
delegates who have not yel been taken 
Into the confldciK e of the mine wc«rkerB 
are profuse in opinions. There is a 
rumor afioat that President Mitchell 
Is trying to delay action In tbe hope 
that someiuiBg may come from the 
other Bide. This Mr Mitchell denies, 
and says that all negotiations with the 
mine operators are oft. He hopes tD?-t 
the convsBtloB will ooie to a final de- 
cisirm. 

Conferred With Mitchell. 

Hazelton. Pa., May 16.— John C. 
Haddock, president of the Plymouth 
Goal company, which operates two in- 
dependent collieries and employes 
l.oao men. had a talk with President 
Mitchell at noon. Neither gentleman 
would say anything regarding the con- 
ference. Mr. Haddock came h« re. it Is 
said, for the purpose of asking the 
Mine Workers not to withdraw the en- 
gineers, firemen and pump runners 
from the company's collieries, as the 
firm does not want any disaster In its 
mines during the present Buspension 
ef work. Mr. Haddork, it In I'.nder- 
stood. is disposed to giant heme of the 
demands of tbe men, but his com- 
pany s hands are tied because in- 
depend' nt operators cannot do any- 
thing without the sanction of the car- 
rying roads. Mr. Haddock advocates 
a cmmpromise. 

Traffic auspended.
